Political News

OLITICS is news. Considering: what people 
in general pet out of it, one doubts that 


it is tho most important news in the world, ex- 
cepting to the politicians. Probably, popular 
government granted, politics as expressed in 
fbacles of party and factional contral affects 
no more than 5 per cent of human welfare. The 
other 95 per cent depends upon the individual. 
Newspaper editors must jud.ere what space be- 
longs to politics in proportion to other elements 
of interest in the news. 


In the coming campaign the Tribune will 


have opinions which it will frankly express. 
These opinions will h'e expressed4for'what they 
are worth. This newspaper will not question 
the good faith of citizens who disagree with it, 
and will accord to its readers the privilege of 
diseussiiip issues in signed communications. A 
limit of 300 words will lie put on such commu- 
nications, for the reason that the privilege must 
be emended equally to thousands of readers 
to whom we owe it that a limited number shall 
not monopolize the space with long articles. 
We propose here an open forum to all. To the 
best of their ability our editors will avoid con- 
fusing prejudice and bitterness with logic, and 
we hope our contributors will display^self-re- 
straint and consideration. 


There is a vast difference between political 


opinion and political news. The expression of 
political opinion is a privilege ol' the news- 
paper which it shares in common with all citi- 
zens. Publication of political news is an obliga- 
tion which the paper owes it readers. 
The 


issues are news. Exact texts of platforms are 
news. Important utterances by candidates, and 
by speakers, on all sides, are news. To reiter- 
ate them is not news, but to produce them once 
fully and fairly is news. People are interested 
in the size of important audiences, and in their 
reactions to speakers. Thi.s last is the phase of 
the news most often abused, and editors must 
be constantly on guard against misrepresenta- 
tion. 


The Tribune pledges itself to exert itself 


to the utmost to procure and p u b l i s h - f u l l and 
fair reports of doings in the campaign, and to 
provide its readers with the texts of important 
addresses regardless of faction or party. 
It 


invites the candidates and managers 
of 
all 


parties and factions to co-operate with it to 
these ends. It will give the same space and 
prominence in its news columns to Senator La 
Follette and to Dr. Can field, to Mr. Morgan 
and to Governor Elaine. This is not as a favor; 
it puts none under obligation to the newspaper. 
It merely registers the conviction that every 
reader of every newspaper pays for and is 
entitled to the news about what all parties and 
candidates are doing and 
saying. 
Opinions 


may be worth reviewing, but the thing most 
essential to a democracy is that all citizens 
shall have the news so that th'ey can form their 
own opinion?.

INCE prices began to tumble in May, 192.0, 


nearly 
2,000,000, business 
organizations 


have weathered the storm without sinking. In 
two years of very severe depression, only one 
business in each 53 has faijed. In a flash this 
illustrates the great underlying strength of our 
business organization, the. Gibraltar that can- 
not be toppled by any storm. As. usual, of 
course, attention centers on the ships that sink. 
Ships that weather the storm are ignored. Thus 
the financial ocean,, like the Seven Seas, gets a 
worse reputation than it really deserves. 


In May, only 1960 failures. Many will snort 


and wonder why the "only." If they turn back 
four months they find 2723 failures in Janu- 
ary. 
Steadily the storm subsides. Observing 


this, young blood desires to put to sea—to try 
its hand. So, in May, 954 new companies were 
incorporated in the principal states, with capi- 
tal of $100,000 or more apiece. Thousands of 
smaller ones also ventured forth. They are the 
rowboats. 


How much did they fail for? That is the 


important question. Failures, during the de- 
pression that is now nearing its end, have had 
total liabilities or debts at a rate of 'about

or net loss, due to failures, has been running 
around $300,000,000 a year—or about $3 a. year 
for each American. That, after all, is not such 
a big price to pay for getting out of the woods.
